CHINESE EXCHANGES 
SUSPEND BUSINESS. . 


Effeets of the Gambling Evil 
Visible. _ 

Tha heavy gambling which has 
taken placa among Chinese at 
Shanghai for many weeks past 
bas culminated in a sensational 
manner. .On the Ist inst. one of 
tha exchanges engaged in these 
operations decided to suspend 
business, and its doors will 
remain closed until a sattlement 
between tha two classes of 
apeculatars has bean reached. An- 
other exchange affected .is the 
Chartered Stock and Produce 
Exchange. Thisdeals in various 
kinds of produce, and here the 
department dealing with Tung- 
chow cotton, whict has been the 
subject of the most vi -lent oper- 
ations, is closed. Tha remainder 
of the activities of this exchange 
continue as usual. The first- 
mentioned institution is the Cot- 
ton Exchange on the other side 
of Avenue Elward WII, and it 
suspended operations about the 
same time as the Tungehow de- 
partment: of che Chartered Ex- 
change. 

TUNGCHOW BCLLs. 

About the time the mania for 
astablishing exchanges started in 
Shanghai Tungchow cotton be- 
came the medium for an absoloce- 
ly feverish gamble. Within a 
very short time its price rose ta 
a figure at which the mills refused 
‘o buy, but the fac: that no de- 
mand existed for it bad no effect 
on the course of these purely 
speculativa prices. Even though 

he local spinners turned their 
attention almost solely to the 
{ndian Sand American staples, 
ignoring China cotton, there was 
to halt to the upward trend of 
quotations, The gansbling fever 
was too s’rong for the snecula- 
rors to tak= herd of any'of the 
otdinary economic la-s, 

As the weeks passed an import- 
ant feature ceveloped—\ corner 
mn Tuagchow cotton. Anparently 
‘hose engineefing the corner 
hed a certain amount of 
he 40.000 piculs reported to ba 
:a storage in Shanghai acd 
vicinity, and moreover they 
suceeded in interesting the 
Tungchow corton farmers in 
their venture. The latter seem to 
hare come forward to support the 
comer and possibly tne exchanges 
also, with small. amouats of 
capital—rwo or three hundred 
dollars and the like—so that the 
position of the bulls was one of 
considerable strength. 

In all! 170,000 piculs of the 
Tungehow staple are reported to 
have besn sold shor: for August- 
Jenuary delivery, the amount for 
ocd of Aurust settlement being 
nentioned as inthe vicinity of 
50.000. Meanwhile quotations ad- 
vanced steadily. it became in- 
creasingly dificult for the shorts 
10 cover, and events made it 
ippear that the bolls were ing 
sosition to hammer the bears 
nadly. A week earlier the price 
oer picul had: risen to about Tis. 
32, and last weer it is understood 
‘ohave gone as high as Tis. 35, 
rbeut 39 cent. above its normal 
value. : 

BEARS WITH SOHE HEADS. 

}ven at Tis. 35 no halt seemed 
likely to be called. and it is 
understood that at this figure the 
shorts decided to. leave the 
market, This precipitated a 
crisis, and it became necessary 
to find. a compromise lest mat- 
ters should go bad beyond hope 
of recovery.

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BANKRUPT STATESMANSBIP. 


No matter of what sbade of political opinion a man 
may be. whether he is pro-Llovd George. pro-Ulster or 
pro-Sion Fein there will be universal regret that the door 
to Irish peace with Great Britain has been banged. That 
was the central fact of the sensational news cabled through 
by Reuter yesterday. Whether the blame for the cullapse 
of the negotiations will rest on Sinn Fein or whether it will 
Test on the Llovd George Cabinet will depend for all of us. 

‘on our political. leanings. It is as easy fur one as for the 
other to apportion the blarne and-there will, doubtless, be 
eat readiness to dv so. There -avill be those who will 
eclare that Mr. Lloyd George had no alternative but to 
cancel the proposed conference seeing that Mr. de Valera 
insisted on assuming a status which could not be granted 
him. while there will be those who think that the conference 
might have been held. at least in the hope that it would 
have provided a mules ciernti. For the moment we are 
-going to leave the pros and cons of that matter alone. . ~ 
_ But one cannot overlook the fact that statesinanship 
bas failed. ‘That is an awful truth. It has failed so 
many times in recent history to avert that which should 
have been its special function to avert that one may be 
forgiven the thought that modern statesmauship 1s well 
nigh bankrupt. International statesmen failed to avert 
the crash in Europe in U4. though they all knew well 
‘enough the catastrophe into which they were driving: 
statesmanship has largely failed to interpret the spirit of 
the peoples of: Europe in the matter of the peace 
settlement: and we-are confident that statesrianship 
‘has failed to give expression to the new spirit of 
‘the British and trish = peoples. The truce which 
has existed in Ireland for the past two months and more 
las given us all time to look back on the reign of armed 
‘strife and to realise that it was wrong and futile—wrong 
and futile on both sides. Passions, enflamed byconflict, 
‘have had time todie down: Irish men acd women have 
_ knelt and prayed in the open street that the nightmare of 
“ terror might be taken from them; and the peoples of Great 
Britain have not been less pious in their bope that the old, 
- ugly sore between them and their Irish brethren might be 
healed. And those unto whom the task has been entrusted 
have.made a disaster of it. No-one who has studied the 
events of the past three months can still claim that the 
outcome of the negotiations corresponds in the slightest 
degree with the wishes and desires of the great mass of 
British people. ' Someone has bungled. : 

And what now? The door, which we all hoped would 
remain open and through. which we all looked with sach 
genuine anticipation, is closed. Seemingly, we are back at 
the old spot where force, and pain and death will come in 
as the arbiters—-false arbiters that leave behind them a 
trail of evil consequences. Peoples, wishing to be at peace, 
will be goaded to war; Right will be made the-.concom- 
mitant of Might. Nota very encouraging position to re- 

— view in the light of recent history out of whieh might bave 
. been drawn a much higher lesson.. Blame forthe sqander- 
ing of this golden opportunity through the use of- stilted 
formalities will have to be-apportioned at some time and 
by somebody, and those on whom that.blame falls should be 
-made to pay. If statesmauship has proved itself so bank- 
-ropt, it is: time’ peoples made ‘their voices, a Jittle-more

China has not yet finally sattl- 
ed who her representatives at the 
Pacific Canferenca are to be, but 
one paint seems to have been 
pretty well decided, vis. that a 
sum of no lesa than $2,000,000 
must be appropriated for tha 
delegates’ expanses, The report 
conveying this item of news 
speaks aa if it were a drop out. of 
an illimitablo exchequer. Yer 
only a few months ago the 
educational institutions at Pek- 
ing’s door, te give a single 
instance, potthe shutters up for 
same weeks because the teachers 
could get nq funds for necessaries. 
Itis eminently commendalle that 
the eastern republic should wish to 
cut a good figure before the world. 
Whether a costly entourage -is 
the bast way afaccomptishing this 
is exceedingly doubiful. The ap- 
propriation which President 
Harding has asked of Congress 
in respect of the Conference 
amounts to $2(0,000—just a tithe 
{saving the difference in the two 
kinds of dollars), of the Chinese 
figure. There will probably be 
supplementary U.S. vores; and, as 
far as tbe American delegates per- 
sonally are concerned, they are, 
ot course, on the spot or largely so. 
Bat then the U.S. Government as 
conveners will besubjectto special 
expenditure. The big Chinese 
appropriation calla to mind the 
extravagance at Paris: over the 
Treaty of Versailles, when the 
invoices for cigars slone ran into 
thousands sterling. In this, as 
in osher tespects, the world can 
dispense with aduplication of the 
proceedings on..that occasion. 


Herr Chamberlain. 


So Herr Houston Stewart 
Chamberlain has been divested by 
the Court of Chancery of a life 
interest in the trust {und created 
by the will of his late uncle, Gen- 
eral Sir Crawford Chamberlain. 
Herr Chamberlain’s career is 
happily exceptional, if not unique. 
The soa of a British Admiral and 
a nephew of 2 British General, 
he was one of most inda- 
fatigable publicists on: the 
side of our adversaries during the 
war, what tine he became natar- 
alised in Germany—for which he 
would ba liable to be indicted 
were heto revisit Britain. That 
Herr Chamberlain, who was born 
at Southsea in 1855, should feel 
an interes: in Germany is not 
surprising. for he married 
Wagner's daughter and his first 
wife was also German. He 
glorifed Germany. and par- 
ticularly Prussianism, as in’ bis 
volume “The Foucdations of 
the: Nineteenth Century.” whico 
the Kalser was never tired 
of exhibiting. This sometime 
Britisher was, in fact, a pinchbeck 
Ireitschke — the «Chauvinistic 
German historian whum the war 
brought into notice. Notcontent 
with this, however, the renegade 
assailed his native country wish 
unmeasured invective. Great 
Britain, he wrote, was “a nation 
of dissemblers, liars, forgers, and 
cheats,” for. which he was 
decorated with the Iron Cross. 
Everything considered. Herr 
Chambertain may be numbered 
among those true, patriows woo left 
their country for their country’s 
good.
